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Two  community  groups 
may  develop  R3-R3A  site 


In  a  surprise  move  this  week, 
the  two  community  development 
groups  seeking  to  build  the 
R3-R3A  housing  complex  in 
Chinatown  agreed  to  a  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  plan 
to  divide  the  site  into  two  equal 
parts  and  let  each  group  develop 

At  a  meeting  with  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  Monday 
night,  BRA  director  Stephen 
Coyle  unveiled  a  plan  in  which 
the  R3-R3A  site  -enclosed  by 
Washington  Street,  Oak  Street, 
and  Marginal  Road  -  would  be 
divided  into  Areas  A  and  B,  both 
of  which  would  contain  about 
42,000  square  feet. 

.  According  to  the  plan,  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development 
Council  would  develop  Area  A, 
which  runs  from  Marginal  Road 
half  way  to  Oak  Street,  while  the 
Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  would  develop 
Area  B,  which  runs  from  the 
half-way  mark  along 
Washington  Street  to  Oak  Street. 

The  plan  was  approved  by  the 
two  developers  and  the 
neighborhood  council  Monday 
night,  but  it  must  still  be  approv¬ 
ed  by  the  BRA  board  before  it 
can  become  final 


A  key  component  of  the  agree¬ 
ment  calls  for  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  and  the  Chinatown  Boys 
Club  to  be  located  in  a  “com¬ 
munity  center”  in  Area  C, 
which  is  land  across  the  street 
from  the  R3-R3A  site  and  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  28-36  Oak  Street 
building. 

That  decision,  however, 
depends  on  discussions  now  go¬ 
ing  on  between  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  and  the 
BRA  as  part  of  an  effort  to 
resolve  a  law  suit  filed  by  the 
hospital  against  the  BRA  over 
who  has  rights  to  the  Oak  Street 
building  and  nearby  land. 

Regina  Lee,  ACDC  executive 
director,  and  Bing  Wong,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  for  CEDC, 
both  approved  the  new  plan 
Monday  night.  Each  developer 
will  have  60  days  to  draw  up 
new  plans  and  each  would  build 
between  138  and  162  units  of 
housing. 

The  new  plan,  which  would 
still  contain  two-thirds  affor¬ 
dable  units  and  essentially 
follow  the  guidelines  of  the 
original  Request  For  Proposals, 
could  increase  the  number  of 
housing  units  on  the  site  from 
about  220  to  more  than  300. 
The  plan  seems  to  be  part  of 


an  effort  by  the  BRA  to  move  as 
quickly  as  possible  toward  its 
goal  or  buildmg  500  new  units  of 
housing  in  Chinatown,  and  at  the 
same  time  resolve  its  dispute 
with  NEMC  without  sacrificing 
housing  units. 

“We’re  very  enthusiastic 
about  increasing  the  total 
number  of  units  for  the  Chinese 
community,”  said  Regina  Lee  in 
offering  ACDC’s  support  of  the 
plan. 

“I  know  we  can  do  the  whole 
project,”  said  CEDC’s  Ben 
Wong,  who  added,  however, 
that  CEDC  also  would  be  will¬ 
ing  to  go  along  with  the  plan. 

The  new  plan  will  require  the 
two  community  groups  -which 
have  been  in  a  highly  com¬ 
petitive  situation  -  to  work 
together  to  develop  the  project. 
“It  is  absolutely  essential  that 
we  get  a  working  cooperation  on 
design,  on  marketing,  on  syn¬ 
dication,”  Coyle  said. 

The  neighborhood  council, 
which  will  review  the  designs  to 
be  submitted  by  the  two  groups, 
unanimously  approved  the  plan. 

Ron  Fong,  BRA  deputy  direc¬ 
tor,  admitted  that  part  of  the 
reason  behind  the  R3-R3A  plan 
change  was  to  create  a  more

Chinatown  land  use  plan  hinges 
on  talks  between  city  and  NEMC 


The  new  Parcel  R3-R3A 
development  plan  brings  into 
focus  some  of  the  compromises 
to  be  worked  out  between  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty  and  Tufts-New  England 
Medical  Center  over  how 
Chinatown  land  will  be  used  in 
the  years  ahead. 

The  BRA  this  week  unveiled 
its  plan  to  use  land  adjacent  to 
28-36  Oak  Street  as  the  site  of  a 
new  South  Cove  YMCA  and 
Chinatown  Boys  Club. To  make 
that  possible,  however,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  some  compromises 
will  have  to  be  made  to  balance 
the  opposing  interests  of  BRA- 
Chinatown  housing  and  Tufts- 


NEMC  expansion. 

Anne  Levine,  NEMC’s  direc¬ 
tor  of  planning,  said  this  week 
that  the  hospital,  among  other 
things,  wants  to  build  a  seven- 
story  building  on  the  site  of  the 
Don  Bosco  building  on 
Washington  Street  as  well  as 
replace  other  nearby  NEMC 
buildings  as  part  of  the  hospital’s 
master  plan. 

In  addition,  Levine  said  that 
Tufts  University  might  be  in¬ 
terested  in  the  BRA’s  Tyler 
Street  Parcel  R-l  site,  where  the 
YMCA  is  currently  located,  and 
may  be  willing  to  swap  Posner 
Hall  and  other  adjacent  property 
on  Harrison  Avenue  to  acquire 
it.  The  BRA  would  probably 


then  plan  to  use  the  Posner  site 
for  Chinatown  housing. 

The  BRA  and  the  hospital 
have  been  discussing  such  mat¬ 
ters  in  an  effort  to  resolve  a  law 
suit  filed  by  NEMC  earlier  this 
year  in  which  it  charged  that  the 
hospital  had  the  rights  to  28-36 
Oak  Street  and  other  BRA  land 
nearby  as  part  of  prior 
agreements  with  the  city.  The 
BRA  argued  that  the  land  should 
be  used  for  Chinatown  housing. 

As  things  stand  now,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  the  BRA  and  Tufts- 
NEMC  will  swap  parcels  of  land 
they  each  control  near  the  Oak 
Street  building,  with  a  hospital 
facility  being  built  on  part  of  it 
and  a  Chinatown  community 
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center  and  possibly  additional 
housing  on  the  rest. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council 
building,  according  to  BRA 
director  Stephen  Coyle,  would 
remain  under  council  control 
unless  it  chose  to  opt  for  inclu¬ 
sion  in  another  project, 
presumably  the  community 
center  one.  “Unless  the  Quincy 
School  said:  ‘We  would  like  to 
be  part  of  a  different  kind  of 
facilty,’  ”  Coyle  said,  it  would 
be  allowed  to  remain  at  28-36 
Oak  St. 


While  YMCA  board  director 
Ted  Wong  expressed  concern 
that  the  YMCA  project  would  be 
delayed  because  it  was  no  longer 
part  of  the  R3-R3A  project, 
Coyle  said  that  the  YMCA  pro¬ 
ject  -  to  be  built  on  land  adjacent 
to  28-36  Oak  St.,  which  the 
BRA  is  calling  Area  C- would  be 
guaranteed  as  part  of  the  overall 
R3-R3A  project. 

Although  there  is  still  no  clear 
indication  of  how  the  YMCA 
and  Boys  Club  would  be  financ¬ 
ed,  the  BRA’s  Ron  Fong  sug-

Sous  named  Cambodian  liaison; 

vows  to  address  housing  issues

Since  Vun  Kim  Sous  came  to 
Boston  from  a  Thai  refugee 
camp  eight  years  ago,  helping 
the  Cambodian  community  has 
been  the  focus  of  his  life. 

After  serving  almost  two 
years  as  executive  director  of  the 
Cambodian  Community  of 
Massachusetts,  Inc.,  a  Chelsea 
social  service  agency.  Sous  this 
month  was  appointed  Boston’s 
new  liaison  to  ***  Cambodian 


community.  The  37-year-old 
Sous  replaces  Turenne  Mech, 
who,  in  turn,  will  replace  Sous 
as  CCM’s  executive  director 
“I  feel  very  strong  that  the 
Cambodians  in  Boston  have 
been  neglected  for  a  long  time,” 
said  Sous,  who  has  lived  in 
Allston  for  the  last  seven  years. 
“The  real  problem  right  now  is 
housing,  the  second  is  harass¬ 
ment,  and  the  third  is 
discrimination  -  the  landlord 
who  discriminates  against  the  te¬ 


nant. 

According  to  Sous,  Boston  has 
about  4,500  Cambodians  scat¬ 
tered  throughout  the  city  in  such 
neighborhoods  as  East  Boston, 
Allston,  Brighton,  Jamaica  Plain 
and  Dorchester.  “Most  of  them 
work  in  factories,  companies,” 
he  says.  “Just  a  few  of  them 
work  in  the  city  government,  the 
state  government.” 

“I  feel  good  working  here,” 
said  Sous,  sitting  at  his  desk  in

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Six  charged  with  importing  heroin 


Four  Asians  were  arrested 
earlier  this  month  in  Boston  and 
charged  with  importing  183 
pounds  of  heroin  in  what  law  en¬ 
forcement  officials  say  was  the 
largest  seizure  of  heroin  in  New 
England’s  history. 

Arrested  in  South  Boston 
Sept.  7  and  charged  with  con¬ 
spiracy  to  import  in  excess  of 
1,000  grams  of  heroin  were 
Hung  Ta,  Dang  Phu,  Hieu  Ly, 
and  Tuong  Luu,  all  Vietnamese. 

Also  arrested  in  New  York  Ci¬ 
ty  that  same  day  in  connection 
with  the  Boston  seizure  were 
Wai  Kwok  Wong  and  Sik-Sze 
Yan,  two  other  members  of  the 
alleged  international  drug  ring. 
The  pair  were  arrested  after  ac¬ 
cepting  two  can  isters  of  heroin. 

The  seizure  and  arrests  were 
the  result  of  an  investigation  by 
the  Drug  Enforcement  Ad¬ 
ministration,  the  US  Customs 
Service  and  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police. 


According  to  the  office  of  US 
Attorney  Frank  McNamara,  Jr., 
the  heroin  was  hidden  in  five 
canisters  inside  a  bean  sprout 
washing  machine  that  had  been 
shipped  from  Hong  Kong  to  the 
Boston  area  via  Los  Angeles. 

The  heroin  was  discovered  in¬ 
side  the  machine  by  the  U.S. 
Customs  Service  following  its 
arrival  at  a  freight  company  in 
Chelsea.  Law  officials  had  ap¬ 
parently  been  tipped  off  that  the 
heroin  would  be  arriving,  accor¬ 
ding  to  one  official. 

When  .  t.he  ,  heroin  was 
discovered  inside  the  machine, 

all  but  about  one  kilogram  of  it 
was  removed  from  the  canisters. 
The  empty  canisters  were  then 
filled  with  sand  and  the  machine 
repacked  and  cleared  by  customs 
for  delivery. 

On  Sept.  6,  the  machine  was 
picked  up  in  a  rental  truck  from 
the  Eagle  Freight  Co.  in  Chelsea 
by  an  unidentified  male,  accor¬

ding  to  court  documents.  The 
truck  was  then  driven  to  Boston 
and  parked  on  East  Berkeley 
Street.  The  driver  then  walked 
to  the  comer  of  Harrison  and 
Kneeland  streets  in  Chinatown, 
where  he  allegedly  met  with 
Luu. 

Ly  then  allegedly  entered  the 
track  on  East  Berkeley  Street 
and  drove  it  to  the  vicinity  of 
418  Tremont  St.  The  track  then 
made  a  series  of  moves,  at  one 
point  traveling  up  Route  93  to 
Andover  and  back  again. 

When  an  attempt  was  made  to 
dispose  of  the  bean  sprout 
machine  at  the  Castle  Iron  and 
Scrap  Metal  Co.  on  Albany 
Street  in  Boston,  three  of  the 
suspects  were  arrested  by  some 
30-to-40  law  enforcement 


agents.  The  fourth  suspect,  Ta, 
was  arrested  at  an  apartment  at 
99  W.  Fourth  St.,  where  part  of 
the  washing  machine  was  also 
found. 

According  to  court  records, 
the  bean  sprout  machine  was 
sent  from  the  Fair  Trading  Co. 
of  Hong  Kong  to  the  Ba  Tat 
Trading  Co.,  32  Kneeland  St.  in 
Boston.  There  is,  however,  only 
a  Ba  Tat  Service  Center  at  that 
Kneeland  Street  address. 
“That’s  something  we’re  taking 
a  look  at,’’  said  John  Coleman, 
special  agent  of  the  federal  Drag 
Enforcement  Administration. 

The  four  suspects  arrested  in 
Boston  were  each  charged  with 
conspiracy  to  import  heroin,  im¬ 
porting  heroin,  possession  of 
heroin  with  intent  to  distribute, 


and  conspiracy  to  possess  heroin 
with  intent  to  distribute. 

The  men,  who  are  being  held 
without  bail,  face  a  minimum 
sentence  of  10  years  in  prison, 
and  a  maximum  of  life  in  prison 
without  parole.  A  trial  date  has 
been  set  for  Nov.  28  in  US 
District  Court  in  Boston. 

Coleman  said  that  the  large 
amount  of  heroin  seized  in  the 
operation  indicates  that  the 
group  was  fairly  sophisticated 
and  well-organized.  He  said  that 
the  heroin  probably  originated  in 
Thailand  or  Malaysia.  A  small 
quantity  of  the  heroin  was  pro¬ 
bably  destined  for  Boston,  but 
most  of  it  would  have  been  sold 
in  other  US  cities,  Coleman 
said.

Restaurant  owner  pleads 
innocent  in  shooting 


The  owner  of  a  Chinese 
restaurant  pleaded  innocent  last 
week  in  Roxbury  District  Court 
to  charges  of  assault  and  battery 
with  a  dangerous  weapon 
following  the  shooting  of  an 
alleged  robber  in  his  Roxbury 
restaurant  Aug.  31. 

Koon  Hung  Yau,  36,  of  Quin¬ 
cy,  the  owner  of  the  China 
House  Restaurant  at  373  Blue 
Hill  Ave.,  was  released  on  per¬ 
sonal  recognizance  at  a  hearing 
Sept.  13.  IBs  case  was  continued 
to  Jan.  9. 

Yau  said  the  Aug.  31  incident 
marked  the  fifth  time  his 
establishment  has  been  robbed. 
Following  the  incident,  officials 
suggested  that  eventually  the 


charges  against  Yau  would  pro¬ 
bably  be  dropped. 

According  to  Yau,  two  men 
entered  the  restaurant  and 
ordered  food  sometime  after 
midnight  on  Aug.  31.  The  men 
then  demanded  money  from  the 
16-year-old  girl  working  the 
cash  register.  Yau  said  the  girl 
was  so  frightened  she  was 
unable  to  open  the  register, 
causing  the  suspects  to  fire  war¬ 
ning  shots  in  the  air. 

Hearing  the  shots,  Yau  left  the 
kitchen  and  went  to  the  front 
counter  where  he  apparently 
opened  up  the  cash  register  and 
gave  the  suspects  money. 

One  of  the  suspects  left  with  a 
sum  of  money,  but  Yau  said  he 


wrestled  the  gun  -  a  25  caliber 
handgun  -  from  the  second 
suspect  and  shot  three  times  as 
the  suspect  tried  to  flee  from  the 
restaurant.  Yau  said  he  didn’t 
know  if  he  had  shot  the  suspect 
as  he  was  firing  the  gun. 

At  12:45  a.m.,  police 
responded  to  a  call  that  a  man 
had  been  shot  in  a  robbery  at¬ 
tempt  at  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue 
restaurant.  While  the  police 
were  at  the  restaurant,  they 
received  a  call  that  Avery  L. 
Williams,  21,  of  Dorchester, 
was  being  treated  at  Boston  City 
Hospital  for  a  gunshot  wound  to 
the  right  temple. 

Williams  was  arrested  and 
charged  with  armed  robbery.  He 
was  also  scheduled  to  appear  in 
court  Jan.  9.  The  second  suspect 
in  the  incident  has  not  been  ap¬ 
prehended.

Financing  holds  up  Waterford  Pic. 


Despite  financing  difficulties 
that  appear  to  be  holding  up  the 
project,  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  is  optimistic  that  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Waterford  Place 
housing  development  can  begin 
early  next  year. 

“We’re  hoping  to  have 
ground-breaking  by  January,” 
said  CCBA  chairman  Henry 
Szeto,  who  explained  that  the 
CCBA  must  still  receive 
variances  from  the  city’s  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals  to  build  the 
project. 

In  addition,  Szeto  said  the  cur¬ 
rent  cost  of  the  project  can’t  be 
covered  by  the  development’s 
projected  income.  “The  cost  is 


too  much,”  Szeto  said,  “and  the 
income  is  not  enough  to  cover 
the  payment  so  we  might  have  to 
syndicate.” 

Waterford  Place  is  a  planned 
$5  million,  seven-story,  35-unit 
housing  project  to  be  built  on 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty  land  at  190  Shawmut  Avenue. 

The  project,  66  percent  of 
whose  units  will  be  low  income, 
was  originally  planned  to  have 
eight  stories  and  40  units,  but 
one  floor  and  five  units  will  pro¬ 
bably  be  removed  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  project,  said  Sharon 
Lowenthal,  the  project’s 
development  consultant. 

The  CCBA  received  $1.3 
million  in  housing  linkage 


money  from  Jaymont  Properties 
Inc.,  and  A.W.  Perry  Inc.,  the 
developers  of  125  Summer  St., 
to  help  finance  the  project. 
The  linkage  program  is  meant  to 
help  the  city’s  neighborhoods 
benefit  from  downtown 
developments. 

According  to  BRA  deputy 
director  Ron  Fong,  the  BRA  is 
seeking  ways  to  reduce  the  cost 
of  the  project.  “We’re  in  the 
middle  of  design  changes  that 
would  bring  the  project  within 
our  budget,”  he  said,  adding 
that  the  BRA  hoped  that  financ¬ 
ing  of  the  project  could  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  winter  so  that  con¬ 
struction  could  begin  by  spring. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of 


the  building,  Fong  said,  the 
BRA  is  looking  into  “reducing 
some  of  the  expensive  architec¬ 
tural  detail”  and  “lowering  the 
unit  count.  Not  substantially,” 
he  added.  “Maybe  by  lopping 
off  the  eighth  floor.” 

According  to  Fong,  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Authority  (MHFA)  has  asked 
CCBA  to  revise  its  original  mor¬ 
tgage  request.  “We  have  to  go 
back  for  a  new  mortgage  ap¬ 
plication,”  he  said.  “They’re 
concerned  because  their  own 
costs  are  going  up.”  Fong  said 
such  increases  are  forcing  them 
to  make  their  lending  rules  more 
stringent. 

According  to  Lowenthal,  the 


MHFA  considered  the  mortgage 
requested  by  CCBA  too  high  to 
carry  given  the  large  number  of 
low  income  units  in  the  project. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  zoning 
board  deferred  making  a  deci¬ 
sion  on  CCBA’s  variance  re¬ 
quests  because  CCBA  and  the 
BRA  anticipated  that  design 
changes  would  require  them  to 
return  a  second  time  to  request 
new  variances. “We  don’t  think 
it’s  going  to  be  a  major 
problem,”  Fong  said,  explain¬ 
ing  that  the  variances  are  needed 
because  the  site  is  currently  zon¬ 
ed  for  manufacturing  use  and 
has  height  and  setback  re¬ 
quirements.

CCBA  discusses  plan  to  build 
housing  at  Oxford  Street  site 


The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  is  con¬ 
sidering  building  ten  units  of 
housing  on  the  site  of  its  former 
headquarters  at  14  Oxford  8t. 

In  1983,  CCBA’s  Oxford 
Street  building  was  destroyed  by 
a  gas  explosion.  While  the  land 
has  since  been  used  as  a  parking 
lot,  CCBA  is  now  considering 
building  housing  there  given 
Chinatown’s  current  housing 
shortage,  said  CCBA  board 
Chairman  Henry  Szeto. 

“Right  now  we’re  not  sure  we 
want  to  do  it  yet,”  said  Szeto, 
who  added  that  a  CCBA 
research  committee  is  still  trying 
to  determine  if  the  project  could 
generate  enough  income  to  pay 
for  itself.  He  said  a  final  deci¬ 
sion  would  probably  be  made 
within  the  next  two  weeks. 

Szeto  said  that  the  four-story 
building,  which  would  include 
ground  floor  and  basement  com-

To  help  finance  the  building, 
CCBA  will  also  consider  using 
rent  generated  from  the  leasing 
of  the  building  at  50  Herald  St. 
to  Teradyne  Inc.  Tufts-New 
England  Medical  Center  con¬ 
tributed  the  Herald  Street 
building  to  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  to  use  for  housing  as  part 
of  a  past  agreement. 

According  to  Lawrence 
Cheng,  a  member  of  the 
Chinatown  Housing  and  Land 
Development  Task  Force,  the 
Herald  St.  building  was  given  to 
Chinatown  when  Tufts-NEMC 
built  the  Arthur  M.  Sackler 
Center  for  Health  Communica¬ 
tions  on  Harrison  Avenue. 

Cheng,  who  was  a  member  of 
the  seven-man  committee  that 
negotiated  the  settlement  with 
Tufts-NEMC,  said  the  recent 
CCBA  suggestion  that  the 
money  from  the  Herald  Street 
building  be  used  to  build  hous¬ 
ing  on  Oxford  Street  seemed  in¬ 


appropriate  without  first  seeking 
input  from  the  community. 
“Neither  Regina  (Lee,  also  a 
member  of  the  committee)  nor  I 
was  informed  about  this  deci¬ 
sion,  about  who  was  using  the 
money,”  he  said. 

Cheng  said  rent  money  from 
the  Herald  Street  building  was 
suppose  to  be  put  into  an  escrow 
account.  “My  challenge  is  that 
no  one  is  accountable  for  this 
escrow  account,”  said  Cheng. 
“No  one  knows  what  the  money 
is  used  for.” 

Szeto,  meanwhile,  said  “a 
couple  hundred  thousand 
dollars”  had  so  far  been 

fenerated  from  the  Herald  Street 
uilding  and  that  CCBA’s  books 
were  available  to  any  communi¬ 
ty  members  who  wanted  to  look 
at  them.  No  one,  he  said,  has  so 
far  expressed  concern  over  how 


the  Herald  Street  money  is  being 
used. 

Cheng,  however,  said  he  was 
concerned  about  “the  lack  of 
openness  about  who  makes  those 
decisions  and  how  they  arrive  at 
those  decisions.” 

Cheng  said  he  probably  could 
support  using  the  money  to  help 
finance  the  proposed  Oxford 
Street  housing  only  if  it  were  af¬ 
fordable.  He  also  questioned 
why  CCBA  hasn’t  considered 
developing  the  Herald  Street  site 
for  housing. 

Szeto  said  that  no  decision  has 
been  made  on  whether  the  Ox¬ 
ford  Street  housing  would  be  af¬ 
fordable  and  that  using  the 
Herald  Street  site  for  housing 
would  eventually  be  considered. 
“That  would  be  in  the  future,” 
he  said.  ‘  ‘We  still  have  a  lease  to 
Teradyne. ’ ’  .

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Houn  releases  new  album  in  series 
telling  story  of  Asians  in  America 


For  jazz  musician  Fred  Houn 
there’s  more  to  music  than  just 
the  sound.  “I  try  to  unfold  a 
story,”  says  Houn.  “Drama  and 
music  for  me  are  really  close.” 

Houn  was  in  Boston  earlier 
this  month  for  a  party  to 
celebrate  the  release  of  his 
new  album,  “A  Song  for 
Manong,”  on  Asian  Improv 
Records.  The  event  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop,  which 
Houn  helped  found  in  1979. 

Houn  says  his  latest  recording 
tells  the  story  of  the  Philippino 
experience  in  America.  It  is  part 
three  of  Houn’s  work  in  pro¬ 
gress  called  “Bamboo  that 
Snaps  Back,”  which  tells  the 
story  of  the  Chinese,  Japanese, 
and  now  the  Philippino  people, 
in  America. 

Incorporated  in  his  latest 
recording,  in  which  he  performs 
with  the  Asian  American 
Ensemble  and  Kulingtang  Arts, 
is  kulingtang  music,  an  original 
folk  music  of  the  Philippino  peo¬ 
ple  that  leans  heavily  on  percus¬ 
sion,  Houn  explains.  The  “Song 
for  Manong”  is  a  multimedia 


performance  work  that  was 
premiered  last  February  in  San 
Francisco. 

Houn  says  his  music  is  meant 
to  tell  a  story.  “Often  they’re 
about  people’s  suffering,”  he 
says,  “  their  struggles,  then- 
love,  and  their  vision  for  a  better 
life.” 

Often  combining  music  and 
poetry  in  his  work,  Houn  cites  as 
some  of  his  influences  such 
black  jazz  musicans  as  Leo 


Parker  and  Pepper  Adams  and 
black  poets  such  as  Leroi  Jones 
and  Langston  Hughes. 

In  addition  to  black  American 
jazz  musicians,  Houn  says  he 
has  also  been  influenced  by 
Chinese  folk  music.  “My  father 
played  a  lot  of  Peking  Opera,” 
says  Houn.  “Folk  music  is 
soulful,  blues-like  music,  and 
that  cry  and  celebration  of  life 
I’m  trying  to  embody  in  every 
note  I  play.” 


Kan  exhibits  work  in  Boston 


When  Diana  Kan  was  a  young 
girl  in  Hong  Kong,  “the  greatest 
punishment”  she  could  be  given 
was  to  be  told  that  she  couldn’t 
paint. 

“I  just  loved  to  paint,”  said 
Kan,  whose  work  is  currently  on 
exhibit  at  Boston’s  Dyansen 
Gallery.  “To  paint  really  is  my 
whole  life.” 

Since  the  age  of  nine,  when 
she  had  her  first  show  at  the  Na¬ 
tional  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in 
Shanghai,  Kan  has  received 
recognition  for  her  work,  even¬ 
tually  studying  under  Chang 
Dai-Chien,  one  of  China’s 
master  brush  painters.  “My 
teacher  was  very  well  known,” 
she  says.  “He  was  the  foremost 


painter  in  China.” 

Twenty  years  ago,  Dai-Chien 
,  in  recognition  of  Kan’s  talent 
and  dedication  to  painting,  gave 
her  his  brush.  “My  teacher  gave 
me  his  brush  because  he  could 
no  longer  paint,”  she  says,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  someday  she  too 
will  follow  the  same  tradition 
and  pass  her  brush  on  to  one  of 
her  students. 

In  1949,  Kan  left  Hong  Kong 
to  study  in  Paris.  From  there, 
she  went  to  New  York,  where 
she  studied  at  the  Art  Students 
League.  She  settled  in  New 
York  permanently  in  1954. 

“I  learned  all  the  Chinese 
traditions,”  she  says  in  explain¬ 
ing  her  reason  for  leaving  home. 
“But  I  wanted  to  broaden  my 


view  of  western  art.” 

Her  western  influences  in-, 
elude  the  19th  Century  English 
painter  Joseph  Turner,  whose 
use  of  color  impressed  her,  and 
the  American -landscape  painter 
Albert  Bierstadt. 

“I  think  I  keep  the  best  of  the 
east  and  the  best  of  the  west,” 
says  Kan.  “My  line,  my  com¬ 
position,  is  very  east.  My  colors 
are  very  west.” 

“I  paint  because  I  want  to 
paint,”  says  Kan,  whose  current 
work  includes  landscapes  as  well 
as  paintings  of  lotus  flowers.  “I 
paint  to  please  myself.” 

For  Kan,  the  lotus  flower 
symbolizes  the  idea  that  beauty 
can  arise  from  even  the  most 
humble  circumstances.  “The

Although  his  first  musical  in¬ 
strument  was  the  flute  at  age  13, 
he  switched  to  saxophone  a  few 
years  later.  Originally,  he  says, 
he  wanted  to  play  either  alto  or 
tenor  sax,  but  the  only  instru¬ 
ment  available  at  the  time  was 
the  more  cumbersome  baritone 
sax  -  a  somewhat  forbidding  in¬ 
strument  for  a  teenager  given  its 
size  and  deep  tone. 

“I  got  the  hand  me  down 
baritone,”  explains  Houn,  “and 
it  stayed  with  me  and  eventually 
it  became  my  own  voice.” 

In  1975,  Houn  left  Amherst, 
MA.  to  attend  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity.  In  college,  he  says,  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  develop  his  music 
along  with  his  political 
awareness,  which  led  to  his  in¬ 
volvement  in  various  minority 
issues  • 

At  this  month’s  record  release 
party  at  Tent  City,  Houn  gave  a 
solo  performance  on  the 
baritone  sax.  “One  of  my  goals 
as  a  musician,”  Houn  says,  “is 
to  elevate  the  baritone  to  a  solo 
voice.” 

At  the  same  time,  he  adds,  he 
has  few  role  models.  First,  there 
aren’t  many  solo  baritone  sax 
players,  and  second,  there  aren’t 
many  Asian  American  jazz 
musicians.  “I  went  into  this 


field  with  no  predecessors  or 
role  models  to  speak  of,”  he 
says,  adding  that  he  finds  this 
“exciting  and  at  the  same  time 
very  difficult.” 

“There’s  only  a  handful  of 
Asian  American  jazz  per¬ 
formers,”  said  Houn.  “I  think 
you  find  more  Asian  American 
classical  performers.” 

“Asians  have  been  socialized 
in  this  society  to  memorize  and 
spit  out  formulas,”  he  said,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  jazz  involves  im¬ 
provisation.  “That’s  why  you 
find  a  lot  of  them  in  engineering 
and  science.  They’re  not  en¬ 
couraged  to  be  totally  original.” 

“I  think  it’s  part  of  the 
character  of  Asian  Americans,” 
he  said.  “They’ve  been  cultural¬ 
ly  restricted  and  repressed.” 

“This  society  isn’t  willing  to 
accept  Asians  in  assertive  im¬ 
ages,”  he  said.  “But  only  in 
very,narrow  stereotypes.” 

Houn,  who  has  toured 
throughout  the  US  and  in 
Europe,  will  also  hold  record 
release  parties  in  San  Francisco 
and  Seattle.  He  said  he  recorded 
his  album  on  Asian  Improv 
records  because  of  its  support  of 
grass-roots,  non  commercial 
music.  “This  is  my  attempt  to 
exercise  my  artistic  freedom,” 
he  says .  .  Robert  O  ’Malley

lotus  is  a  symbol,”  says  Kan. 
“It  comes  from  the  mud.  It  rises 
from  the  mud.” 

It  also  symbolizes  the  seasons 
of  the  year  and  the  stages  of 
human  life,  as  well  as  the  new 
life  that  eventually  emerges 
when  the  dead  flower  falls  to  the 
ground.

You 
have  to  spend  your  time  pain¬ 
ting,”  she  adds,  “not  being  bit¬ 
ter.  ’  ’

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happen  to  them  after  the  case  is 
resolved.” 

A  third  problem,  Sous  said,  is 
discrimination  in  housing  and  in 
the  workplace.  Sous  pointed  out 
one  instance  in  which  an  area 
factory  ended  up  paying  Cambo¬ 
dians  far  less  than  other  workers 
because  it  hadn’t  been  giving 
them  their  scheduled  raises. 

Too  often,  Sous  explained, 
Cambodians  go  to  real  estate 
agencies  without  getting  results. 
“They  get  turned  down  for  no 
reason,”  he  said.  “Or  for 
reasons  that  cannot  be  counted 
as  reasons,  and  they  just  walk 
out  without  making  a 
complaint.” 

Unfortunately,  he  added, 
Cambodians  often  blame 
themselves  when  such  things  oc¬ 
cur.  “Cambodians  don’t  com¬ 
plain,”  he  said.  “They  don’t 
feel  that  they’re  discriminating. 
They  just  feel  there’s  something 
wrong  with  them.” 

While  Sous  believes  his 
responsibility  is  to  “at  least  let 
them  know  that  the  law  is  out 
there,”  he  also  thinks  that  Cam¬ 
bodians  are  gradually  gaining 
confidence.  “Right  now  they’re 
aware  that  they  can  speak  up, 
stand  up  and  fight  for  their 
rights,”  he  said. 

Before  coming  to  this  country 
in  1981,  Sous,  who  was  at  first 
reluctant  to  discuss  this  period  in 
his  life,  lived  in  Cambodia  under 
the  rule  of  the  Khmer  Rouge. 
When  the  Vietnamese  army  in¬ 
vaded  Cambodia  in  1979,  Sous 
fled  to  Thailand,  where  he  spent

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the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services  at  City 
Hall,  “and  feel  I  can  bring  out  a 
lot  of  information  here  to  people 
in  the  community.”  Sous  is  con¬ 
cerned  that  many  Cambodians 
still  don’t  know  how  to  gain  ac¬ 
cess  to  many  city  services  and 
remain  in  the  dark  about  their 
legal  rights. 

A  major  concern  for  many 
Cambodians  is  finding  decent 
housing  in  a  tight  and  expensive 
Boston  housing  market.  Many 
people,  he  explained,  are  living 
“in  overcrowded  conditions” 
or  in  dilapidated  housing  and 
often  don’t  know  how  to  im¬ 
prove  their  situations.  “If  they 
need  an  apartment,  they  don’t 
know  where  to  go  and  who  to 
ask,”  said  Sous,  who  believes 
he  can  be  helpful  in  this  respect. 

A  second  problem,  said  Sous, 
is  harassment,  an  example  of 
which  is  the  raising  of  rents  by 
landlords  beyond  the  level 
allowed  by  the  law.  “They  knew 
they  could  raise  the  rent  two  or 
three  times  a  year  and  people 
agreed  to  pay  it  without  ques¬ 
tioning  it,”  he  said.  “That  I 
count  as  harassment.” 

Even  if  Cambodians  suspect 
their  rights  are  being  violated, 
Sous  explained,  they  are  often 
afraid  to  seek  legal  help.  “If 
they  complain,  they’re  afraid 
they’re  going  to  lose  their  apart¬ 
ment,  or  something  is  going  to 


about  two  years  in  a  refugee 
camp. 

Sous,  who  came  from  a  mid¬ 
dle  class  family  in  Phenom 
Penh,  said  his  father  was 
Chinese  and  his  mother  was 
Khmer.  When  the  communist 
Khmer  Rouge  invaded  Phenom 
Penh  in  1975,  his  family  was 
forced  to  move  to  the  coun¬ 
tryside  along  with  the  rest  of  the 
city’s  residents.  The  Khmer 
Rouge,  made  up  for  the  most 
part  of  rural  uneducated  Cambo¬ 
dians,  resented  his  family 
because  they  were  middle  class, 
he  said. 

He  recalls  the  day  when  his 
life  changed  drastically.  He  and 
his  family  were  in  the  rice  fields 
working.  On  that  particular  day 
he  reached  home  later  than  the 
rest  of  his  family 

“It  was  almost  a  little  dark,” 
he  says,  his  voice  quavering 
slightly  as  he  talks. “I  saw  them 
line  up  my  family.  Guns  were 
pointed  at  them.  I  hid  myself  in 
the  bush.  A  few  minutes  later  I 
heard  the  sound  of  guns.  I  went 
unconscious,  then  I  ran.  I  ran 
like  crazy  day  and  night.  Day 
and  night  to  get  out  of  that 
place.” 

“My  family  got  killed  because 
we  were  a  business  family,”  he 
said,  “and  an  educated  family.” 

According  to  Sous,  many 
Cambodians  went  through 


similar  experiences  before  com¬ 
ing  to  this  country,  though  most 
don’t  show  it.  “They’re  func¬ 
tioning  pretty  well  at  this 
stage,”  he  said.  “We  all  look 
well,  but  inside  there  is  still  a 
crack.” 

“I  have  to  give  a  lot  of  credit 
to  my  wife  and  my  parents-in- 
law,”  he  says.  “They  are  the 
ones  who  have  helped  me  and 
pushed  me  into  my  future.  Even 
though  the  past  experience  in¬ 
trudes  on  my  mind,  they’re  the 
ones  who  pushed  me  to  work 
hard  that  I  could  help  people 
with  my  ability.” 

R3-R3A 
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amicable  climate  in  Chinatown. 
“It  creates  a  solution  that  brings 
everyone  into  agreement,”  said 
Fong.  “It  no  longer  becomes  a 
divisive  issue  in  the  community. 
I’ll  admit  that  was  part  of  it.” 

But  there  were  other  factors  as 
well  that  came  into  play,  he  said, 
including  the  BRA’s  belief  that  it 
would  be  wiser  to  build  a  YM- 
CA  on  a  separate  parcel  than  to 
tiy  and  squeeze  it  onto  the 
R3-R3A  site.  In  addition,  there 
were  financing  difficuties  in¬ 
volved  in  building  the  YMCA 
and  the  housing  at  the  same  time 
on  the  same  site. 

Another  major  issue  involves 


land  use  questions  that  should  be 
answered  in  the  BRA’s  ongoing 
discussions  with  NEMC.  Those 
discussions  will  determine 
where  the  institutions  can  ex¬ 
pand  and  where  the 
neighborhood  can  grow.  “It 
makes  for  better  land  use  deci¬ 
sions  throughout  Chinatown,” 
Fong  said  of  the  decision  to  keep 
only  housing  on  the  R3-R3A 
site.  He  added  that  locating  the 
community  center  adjacent  to  an 
area  that  might  eventually  be 
developed  by  the  medical  center 
would  create  a  buffer  between 
the  residential  area  and  the  in¬ 
stitutions.  k.

gested  that  the  money  might 
come  from  a  variety  of  sources, 
including  some  startup  money 
from  the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council  and  the 
Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation,  as  well  as  possible 
contributions  from  Tufts- 
NEMC. 

Levine,  however,  noted  that 
the  NEMC  and  Tufts  University 
boards  of  directors  “have  not 
voted  final  approval  to  support 
this  plan,”  and  said  that  board 
approval  would  be  necessary  for 
the  BRA  to  move  ahead  with  it.
